BY-LAW  NO.  20. 

A io  r*stvaht  amf  jantish  'jtrrMottM, 

OHit  rrlttt'uif/  to  moralH. 

WH  EREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  Province  of  British  Colum- 
bia held  in  the  forty-fourth  year  of  Her  Majesty  (iuecn 
Victoria’s  reign,  chajffer  sixteen,  pow-er  is  given  Muni- 
cipalities to  jiass  By-Laws  i-elating  to  public  morals  ; 

'rhereforc  the  ^lindcipal  Ciaincil  of  the  Corporation 
of  Chilliwhack  enact  as  follows: — 

1.  No  ])crson  shall  make  use  of  any  profane,  obscene, 
blasphemous,  or  grossly  insulting  language,  or  bo 
guilty  of  any  other  immorality  or  indecency,  in  the 
Municipality  of  Chilliwhack,  nor  shall  any  person  or 
persons  exhildt,  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  any  imlecent  or 
lewd  book,  paper,  jiieture,  plate  drawing  or  other 
thing,  nor  exhibit  or  pcrlorm  any  indeceitt,  immoral 
or  lewd  play  within  the  said  iMuincipality. 

2.  Any  person  or  persons  found  drunk  and  incapable 
or  disorderly  in  any  street,  highway  or  public  place, 
within  the  said  Municipality,  and  all  vagrants  and 
mendicants  within  the  said  Municipality,  shall  Ije  sub- 
ject to  the  penalties  of  this  By-Law. 

3.  Any  person  or  jiersons  guilty  of  infraction  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall,  upon  conviction 
before  the  Reeve,  or  any  Justice  or  Ju.stices  of  the 
Peace  for  the  .said  Municipality,  on  the  oath  or  affirma- 
tion of  any  credible  witness,  forfeit  and  pay,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  said  Reeve,  Justice  or  Justices  con- 
victing, a penalty  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars 
(§25)  for  each  offence,  exclusive  of  costs,  and  in  de- 
fault of  payment  thereof  forthwith,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  Reeve  or  .lustices  convicting  as  afore- 
said, to  issue  a warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal,  or  in 
case  the  said  Reeve,  Justice  or  Ju.stices,  or  any  two  of 
them,  are  acting  thereon,  then  undei-  the  hand  and 
seal  of  any  one  of  them,  to  levy  the  said  penalty  and

Justice  or  Justices  convicting  as  aforesaid,  to  commit 
the  offender  or  offenders  to  the  common  gaol  of  the 
District  of  New  W estminster,  with  or  without  hard 
labour,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  three  calendar 
month-i,  unless  the  said  penalty  and  costs  be  sooner 
paid. 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  for  all  purpo.ses  as  the 
“Public  Morals  By-Law,  1888.”
